In order for the North Central Division to be advised of the 
status and progress of the determination of performance in each county 
in the North Central Region, it will be necessary for the State Con- 
mittee to have the Summary of Progress of County Performance (Forn 
NCR-233) prepared each week. This summary will be prepared fron data 
shown on the Weekly Progress Reports of Courity Performance, (NOR-— 
County No. 8), which will be submitted to the State Committee at the 
end of each week by county committees in accordance with instructions 
set forth in NCR-215, Supplement No. 2, Part XI. This infornation 
Will give an estinate of the number of farms which are participating in 
the 1938 Agricultural Conservation Progran.

The blank forns for the Sumnary of Progress of County Perforn- 
ance, NCR-233, will be prepared in the State office on columnar paper 
by the Ozalid Process.

The nanes of all counties and the total number of farns in 
each county should be entered in columns 1 and e, respectively, at 
the tine the blank forns are reproduced by the Ozalid Process in 
order to avoid the necessity of making such entries each week when 
entries relating to the status and progress of deternination of per. 
fornance are nade in columns 3 to 10, inclusive. 


Preparation of Forn NOR-233 


Forn NCR-233 will be prepared from the data obtained fron 
NCR-County No. 8. The first NCR-233 to be sutmitted shall be dated 
as of July 22, 1928, and will carry only cunulative totals. Hach 
succeoding NCR-23% shall carry the totals for the succeeding weeks 
together with cunulative totals. 


It will be necessary that NCR-233 be prepared for the State 
office not later than Wednesday for the period covering the preceding 
week and forwarded innediately to the North Central Division. If an 
NCR-County No. 8 is not received for a particular county at the tine 
of preparation of NCR-233, enter the name of the county and the nota- 
tion "NCR-County No. 8 not yet received", In such cases do not make 
any entries in any of the columns for such county. If any NCR- County 
No. 8 is received fron an association after NCR-233 is submitted to 
the North Central Division, the data on such report should be included 
in the NCR-233 for the next period. 


The first line of the second sheet shall be left blank for the 
purpose of carrying over totals from the preceding sheet, and grand 
totals shall be entered on the last sheet. In all instances cunulative 
totals shall include all totals for the period.
